Road Manners for New and Old Drivers too : Another 
Dangerous Bottle Neck Removed : Car Service 


importance of Routine Inspection. . 
—— 


Now that we are in the opening days 
of the fine, warm weather, and, with more 
cars than ever before on the roads, a few 
hints on road manners and usage will not 
be out of place. These are not only 
intended for the, numerous newcomers, 
but I oe that they will be ‘aken to 
heart by those drivers who, after years of 
driving experience, have not yet learned 
to practise those little considerations for 
others which would reduce road acéidents 
to a minimum, lessen repair bills, and 
avoid a great deal of unpleasant and 
nerve-wracking experiences. 


DANGEROUS DRIVING. 


At this particular time of the year there 
is much dangerous driving on the part of 
ge ys who, ms to want of experience, 

ave not the slightest idea that they are 

doing ‘wrong. There are others, 
fortunately a very small minority, but 
sufficient'y numerous, who make the 
roads, wherever they drive, unnecessarily 
dangerous. They take every kind of 
chance; they cut corners, either to save 
a second or two, or because they are 
actuated merely by the selfish urge to get 
ahe-d of the preceding car. Crossings, 
corners and road junctions are passed by 
them without a thought of slowing down, 
or even the sounding of a horn, nor do 
they take the trouble of signalling their 
intention to the following cars of Sc 
the line of traffic. 

There are two simple rules easily 
remembered, which, if put into practice, 
will make the roads safe and pleasant for 
everyone to use. The first is, drive on 
the left of the road, leaving at least a 
car’s width between you and the dead- 
centre of the road, and, when a following 
car hoots, immediately pull into the left 
of the roadway. Secondly, under no 
circumstances pass out a car when it is 
nearing a curve or cross-roads. The 
putting into use of these two rules will 
do away with the reprehensible practice 
of tting in, which, in a great measure, 
is due to the habit of motorists keeping 
as near the crown of the road as possible, 
instead of driving to the left of it. 
The faster traffic is thus prevented from 
passing, to do which they are forced to 
the off-side of the road, and, having 
passed the cars that were holding them 
up, cut into the traffic line. 


SKIDDING IN SUMMER. 


There is one other matter which I 
would like to mention for the benefit of 
new drivers. Skidding at this time of 
year is really more treacherous than 
during the continuously wet weather of 
winter. During this month there will be 
showers of rain, and these, falling on a 
perfectly dry surface, sets up a very 
greasy and dangerous condition of the 
roads. Therefore, when rain starts to 
fall be very careful when braking. Do 
not suddenly jamb on the brakes; apply 
the yressure gradually. Unequal tyre 
pressure is one of the contributive causes 
of skids. When the brakes are applied 

he friction of the tyres on the road sur- 
face is increased, and if one tyre is softer 
than the other the grip on the road sur- 


face will not be equal, and the car tends | 


from the lower rim of the vents. 


to swerve. Equal tyre pressures on each 
pair of tyres will prevent this tendency. 
Weekly use of a tyre-pressure gauge will 
keep your car on an even AA g steering 
will be easier, riding more comfortab]e, 
and tyre bills 'reduced. 


CAR SE LVICE ‘AND INSPECTIONS, 


~The motorist who is most careful gets 
most service out of his car. The present- 
day car will stand a lot of neglect, but 
systematic attention is necessar y if one is 
to get long and dependable service, and a 
good allowance when the- time comes to 
purchase a new car, and give the old car 
in part-payment. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the 
supplies of petrol, oil and water should 
be regularly seen to. - The crank case 
should be. drained at least every 5,000 
miles. In warm weather it is wise to 
check the battery, and add distilled 
water up to within a quarter of an inch 
Tyres 
should be inspected once a week to see if 
there are any cuts or bruises which need 
attention, while lubrication! should be 
attended. to. at. least -every 700. miles. 
Checking the alignment of the front 
wheels is another important item, and, if 
the car has been bumped into, the align- 
ment may be out, which increases the 
wear of tyres. 

Other routine inspections and adjust- 
ments include disconnecting the petrol 
pipe and cleaning it once a year; the 
carburettor, petrol filter, and strainers 
also need cleaning. The front axle tie 
rod, the generator, the starting motor 
commutators and brushes should also be 
looked at, as well as the head-lamps for 
proper adjustment, and the connections, 
to see if they are tight and the lamps 
working, while time will be wisely spent 
in observing the condition of the front- 
wheel bearings, the spring shackles, the 
electrical connections, wire brakes, 
storage battery, clamp bolt, and battery 
terminals. 


A NEW SERVICE SIATION FOR DUBLIN. 


On the invitation of Mr. J. J. Reddy, 
Free State distributor of the Armstrong- 
Siddeley cars, a number of agents met 
Mr. Cyril Siddeley, principal director of 
Armstrong-Siddeley cars, at luncheon in 
the Royal Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, on 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Reddy announced the opening of 
the new Armstrong-Siddeley Servic 
Dépét at Portobello, and denied th: 
rumour that the firm of Armstrong- 
Siddeley was closing down business in the 
Free State. The contrary was the fact, 
and they opened the new service dépót 
because they had had to do so to meet 
the demands of their growing business. 
That setvice statioti was the second 
largest in the British Isles, and they 
stocked all parts. They were the only 
firm doing business in Ireland that could 
make the same claim, with the exception 
of Henry Ford. 

Mr. Cyril Siddeley, having congratu- 
lated Mr. Reddy on his appointment 
President of the Irish Motor Traders’ 
Association, said that they had to take a 
bigger service station in Dublin because

they wanted to give better service and 
get more room. No one would guestion 
the fact that the staff at the factory in 
which the cars were made were the best 
people to look after the: maintenance of 
motor cars, and the service station was a 
very definite advantage to the agents and 
customers. . Dublin had. the 
largest sérvice station in the British Isles, 


and he did not think they would have 


sold aircraft engines to the Free State 
Army unless they had a serviee station on 
the ‘spot.

REMOVAL OF BLACKROCK BOTTLE- 
NECK, | 


One of the most dangerous bottle-necks, 
situated on the main road between 
Dublin. and Kingstown, which has been 
a source of anxiety to motorists and 
others, has, to a large extent, been 
relieved of its terrors, having been re- 
placed by a fine, spacious stretch of road- 
way. The portion referred to lies 
between Merrion avenue and Williams- 
town, and, while there are still a few 
houses projecting at the extreme ends of 
this section of the road, its opening up 
has been welcomed by.all road users.

THE HORSE-JUMPING 
COMPETITIONS, 


A HIGH STANDARD. 


Each of the Society’s Shows introduces a 
higher standard in the Horse Jumping Com- 
petitions, and yesterday the judges were, if 
anything, more exacting than twelve months 
ago. 

The first of the competitions yesterday 
was for boy riders, It seemed to be more. a 
trial of riding than jumping, of the manner 
in which the boy handled his mount. “he 
course presented no outstanding difficulty 
until the gate was reached, and there the 
points were lost.

DEMAND FOR STAMP SHOWING 
COUNTRY OF ORIGIN. 


The following resolution was adopted at 
the annual general meeting of the Irish Large 
White Pig Breeders’ Association, held in the 
Showground, Baliseridge, yesterday, Mr. J.

EXPORT OF EGGS. 


IRISH COMPETITION FELT 
IN SCOTLAND. 


The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Poultry Keepers’ Co-operative Society (1926), 
Lad., was held in the Royal Dublin Society's 
premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday. 

Mr. R. N. Tweedy, who presided, said that 
one of the functions of the Society was to 
market the produce of members. They must, 
however, bear in mind that people living in 
or around the cities and big towns were not 
nearly so much in need of assistance in that 
direction as were the people in the country 
parts who were not orga 

Poultry, he thought, was only beginning to 
come to the fere in Ireland. They were now 
starting en a large scale of mass-production 
of poultry. In the North there. was plant 
capable of turning out 10,000 chickens per 
month, while in the Free State the Jarcest 
thing was a 16,000 incubator turning out at 
least 1,000 chickens per week. It was things 
like that that paid the country and would 
lead to prosperity. 

In matters of poultry he regretted that the 
Department of Agriculture was ‘‘ starved.” 
They, as a society, should endeavour to urge 
the Government to alter that state of affairs. 
It was for associations such as theirs to link 
up with the Department of State and try to 
create sufficient driving force to make the 
Finance Department realise that they had to 
do something to improve matters. 

CO-OPERATION IN SCOTLAND. 

Captain A. H. Lee. Chairmen of the Scot- 
tish Poultry Farmers’ Association (Market- 
ing Agency), Ltd., in the course of an address 
on “Central Ege Marketing.” said that on 
looking through the figures in connection with 
the exports of the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland, he came to the conelnsion 
that thev in Scotland had nothing to -teach 
the people of Ireland. 

Having explained that co-onerative merket- 
ing was an alliance between the producer and 
consumer, he said that that alliance must be 
mutual to the extent of the producer doing 
his part of the business of marketing and the 
consumer. in return, showing some considera- 
tion for the producer. He knew of no reason 
why a co-operativa scheme of marketing eggs 
should not work as suecessfn] in other coun- 
tries as it had done in Scotland. 

Referring to the competition which the 
Scottish Marketing Board had to face, the 
speaker said that Irish eggs offered the 
greatest opposition. He never could under- 
stand whv fend prices in Iréland were higher 
than in Scotland, and yet Irish eggs could 
he sent to Scotland and sold there at 4d. per 
dozen less than the eges produced locally. 

A vote of thanks to Captain Lee concluded 
the meeting.

MR. HOGAN. 


Mr. Hogan, in making the ot gprs 
said that the company carried a big pr 
tion of Irish produce to the market in 4 
land, and the company had always ce- 
operated in any efforts to market Irish pro- 
duce as efficiently as possible. He welcomed 
the presentation of this magnificent cup as a 
Sather earnest of the. company’s goodwill, 
and in saying that he was sure that he was 
expressing the views of all in the industry. 
The Ballingarry Creamery had scored an 
average of 281.118 marks out of 300, and it 
could now claim that, taking the year as a 
whole, it had produced the best quality 
butter in the Free State. This prize was for 
consistency, and, while the Ballingarry 
Creamery had won it with a very high aver- 
age of marks, a very big proportion of thé 
creameries had shown that they were capable 
of a very high standard. 


SURPRISING RESULTS. 


For instance, the difference between the 
first and the fortieth competitor was only 
three marks. More than 210 creameries com- 
peted, and at least forty of them reached 
4 standard that was considerably above the 
standard required for first-class butter. More 

ian 97 per cent. of the creameries sent in 
utter than was in the opinion of the Depart- 
ment up to the standard for export, and 
more than 75 per cent. sent in butter that 
was up to the standard required by the 
Department for first-class butter. He was 
particularly glad that the Ballingarry 
Creamery had won the cup. This was one 
of the oldest creameries in the country. It 
was more than ome | years established, but 
in 1924 after the Dairy Produce Act was 
passed, they built a new creamery and in- 
stalled new plant, and they were now reaping 
the reward not only in receiving this prize, 
but in the satisfactory prices that they can 
give to the members. 

This was an age of standardisation and 
competition, and while there was not a big 
difference between our most consistent 
creameries, the difference that there was 
made all the difference in the world. - That, 
smal] difference made a very big difference 
in the price and demand on the British 
market. 

There was no reason in the world, Mr. 
Hogan said, why all the creameries in the 
country, with a very few exceptions, should 
not reach the standard of the forty creameries 
which lead the list in this competition, They 
had the same sort of plant, they had managers 
with the same technical training and qualif- 
calions, and they were working under 
exactly the same conditions. It was really 
a difference in character and personnel mor 
than anything else, and what was wanted 
was a change in the point of view. They 
wanted more efficiency, more hard work and 
more attention to detail among the creameries 
of the country, and if they got a litile more 
of that, and if they all supplied consistent! 
the sort of butter that the forty were ab 
to supply he had no doubt that the price 
of Trish butter would permanently increase 
tc a very considerable figure. and that in 
spite of our disadvantages and the fact that 
we have only a seasonal supply, we would 
very soon come closer to the steady level in 
price that the Danes were able to achieve 
cn the British market. 

Mr. J.. J. Bryan, Chairman of the 
Management Committee of the Ballingarry 
Creamery, briefly thanked Mr. Hogan, and 
said that the present was their forty-fifth 
season, and he could claim that they had 
always maintained a consistently high level.

misrepreséntations. In answer to the ques- 
tion: ‘‘ Will the car be used solely for 
private purposes ?' the plaintiff, they stated, 
wrote “ Yes,” whereas, in fact, the car was 
not | fi An to be used, w- was : uséd, 
solely íor private purposes, but, onthe con- 
trary, was intended to be used, and at the 
time of the alleged accident was being used, 
for business purposes.

On the contrary, 
the evidence of the plaintiff satisfied him 
that the car was:in a good state of repair, 
and he held that the aeeident did not arise 
through, and was not in any way due to, 
any unsafe condition of the car.

Empire Free Trade. 

During the present week ‘three events 
have indicated that the idea of 
Empire free! trade is beginning to 
grip the imagination of British subjects 
throughout the world. The by-election at 
Fulham was woh by a candidate who 
relied upon Empire free trade as the main 
plank in his platform. Mr, Mackenzie 
King has announced that a general elec- 
tion will be held in Canada in the 
autumn; and á motion was introduced in 
the Australian House of Representatives 
yesterday advocating the Commonwealth's 
participation’ in an imperial. scheme of 
increased preferences. Sir Cyril .Cobh's 
victory at. Fulham easily might be ex- 
aguerated, but there is no doubt that the 
workers of England are beginning to lose 
faith im doctrinaire free trade. They see 
either countries, with heavy tariffs, free. 


“from “unemployment, and many of 
hem are willing to give a trial to a 
moderate measure of protection, on the 
ground that nothing could be much worse 
than a system under which one and a-half 
million persons have been thrown out of 
work. Of course, the Empire free trade 
proposal bristles with difficulties, Ita 
success would depend entirely upon its 
acceptance by all the Dominions; and, 
furthermore, it would be of no service to 
them unless Britain should agree to im- 
pose taxes on imported food. This latter 
condition constitutes the chief obstacle. 
The British worker will not be persuaded 
readily to renounce his free breakfast 
table. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Mackenzie » King’s 
action is significant. Mr, Dunning’s 
Budget, which proposes to increase sub- 
stantially the preference on British imports 
into Canada, has found much favour in 
the Dominion. The Canadian people are 
intensely loyal to the imperial connection, 


them a lead now for which they have 
been waiting for years, Mr. Mackenzie 
King is an astute politician, and, although 
there is no need for a general election 
until the end of 1931, he has decided to 
go to the-country next autumn. The 
election will be fought on the issue of 
Empire free trade. If Mr. Mackenzie King 
carries the country, he will -be able to 
attend the Imperial Conference in 
September with a specific mandate; and 
there can be little doubt that he will make 
every effort to promote the scheme which is 
causing so much interest throughout ‘the 
Empire. The existing trade between 
Britain and Canada is extensive, but it is 
not sufficiently .large. In. 1928 the 
Dominion imported goods from the United 
Kingdom to ‘the value of 186,000,000 
dollars, as against goods to thé value of 
719,000,000 dollars from the United States. 
Under a scheme of enhanced preferences 
Britain's. proportion of this trade might 
be increased very considerably ; but, of 
course, the Canadians would expect 
Britain to reciprocate with special facilities 
for their exports. No such facilities would 
be possible without the imposition of duties 
on food and raw materials from foreign 
lands, 

Australia, too, is on the alert. Yester- 
day’s motion in the Canberra Patliament 


| was introduced by the Country Party, 


which objects to the tariffs that have been 
imposed in order to protect secondary in- 
dustries and, as the bulk of the Common- 
wealth’s pdpulation is engaged in primary 
pursuits,-the movement in favour of a free 
entry for British manufactures is likely to 
gain much ground. Thus two of the 
largest Dominions, at least, are showing 
an interest in Empire free trade. What 
has been done in the Irish Free State? 
Canada. Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa all stand to gain by the 
adoption of the plan; but none of them 
can gain nearly so much as the Saorstdt. 
If Great Britain should levy tariffs, how- 
ever small, on imports of foodstuffs from 
foreign countries, the Irish farmer's 
fortune would be made. Britain’s demand 
for Irish produce would increase by leaps 
and bounds. The competition of Denmark, 


' Holland, Switzerland and the other ex- 


porting countries would be shattered, 
and the Saorstát would have a virtual 
monopoly of the world’s richest market. 
Yet, while Canada and Australia are busv- 
ing themselves in the matter, the Free 
State is doing nothing at all. Mr. Blythe's 
tariffs are directed almost solely against 
Britain, and their value as protective 
duties is almost negligible. Tariffs are 
discussed ad nauseam, but. nobody ever 
seams to consider the advantages which 
their abolition might bring to Ireland. 
A lead from the Free State might have im- 
portant reactions on the other Dominions. 
Is 1t not possible to institute a system of 
increased preferences immediately ?

Sholapur. 


The tale of tumults from Sholapur and 
the news that Mr. Henderson definitely 
has refused to surrender the Sudan to 
Egyptian maladministration show the 
need for that stripping of the velvet 
glove which we advocated yesterday, and 
the fact that Britain is beginning to 
appreciate this need. Sholapur is a 
large town, about 220 miles south- 
east ‘of Bombay and close to the 
confines of the Nizam’s dominions. It 
is in the neighbourhood of the Barsi 
cotton fields and possesses several 
spinning mills, the two largest of which 
ate owned by a European company. Its 
inhabitants, therefore, are more industrial 
than those of most other inland cities of 
India, In spite of this characteristic, 
Sholapur has manifested little turbulence 
in past years, and only a few strikes, 
usually confined to the native-owned 
mills, have disturbed its peace. Thus 
the riots of Wednesday night and the 
early hours: of “Thursday morning, in 
which. twenty-five people were killed and 
a hundred. were injured, are sufficient 
proof of the violent properties of the 
Mahatma’s non-violence campaign. The 
immediate cause of the trouble was the 


volunteers who were starting to fell the 
palm trees and to destroy the toddy. An 
infuriated mob assaulted the police, who 
were compelled to fire, as it seems, in 
self-defence, Six police stations have been 
sacked, and the magistrate’s court and all 
the liquor shops in the town have been 


burned. The local authorities have sum- 


moned troops, and a detachment of the 
Duke of Wellington's West Riding Regi- 
ment is hastening from Ahmednagar ; but 
a sinister note lies in the call for further 
troops by the officer in command of the 
Auxiliary Force, who does not consider 
that one detachment will suffice. Indeed, 
if the events of Sholapur are repeated in 
other places, we shall not be surprised to 
leath that the Commander-in-Chief in 
India has asked for reinforcements ‘from 
home, Certainly, a few more squadrons 
of the Royal Air Force would have a most 
salutary effect upon rioting natives. We 
trust that the Government will not lend

An interesting and, in some respects, 
unfortunate situation has arisen in County” 
Wexford. The Board of Public Health 
has decided that henceforth only. married 
men shall be accepted as tenants of 
labourers’ cottages in that county, and—a 
more drastic move—bachelors already in 
possession have been threatened with ex- 
pulsion unless they marry within three 
months. The tenants’ wrath has found 
vent in a manifesto which charges the 
Board of Health with an assumption of 
autocratic -power—unprecedented, as we 
note with reverence and perplexity, since 
“the days of ancient Greece’’—to thrust 
thrifty men into unwilling matrimony. 
Doubtless, this is a subtle plot of the 
Administration to raise the average of 
marriages in Ireland. . Like the carpenter, 
“we deeply sympathise’’; yet we cannot: 
see that the persecuted bachelors of County 
Wexford have much cause for complaint. 
While many labourers, with wives and 
families, are compelled ‘9 go homeless, or 
to live. in unsatisfactory apartments, it 
is unreasonable that a single man should 
occupy acomplete cottage—especially when, 
as happens frequently in the case of the 
disputed dwellings, he lives in it only 
from night to morning. Certainly the 
plight. of these expropriated bachelors is 
hard, but. the position underlying the 
Board of Health’s action is unassailable. 
They are by no means so unfortunate as 
the married man of higher station in 
Dublin, who, if he cannot affo:d to: buy 
a house outright, is at his wits’ end to 
find decent accommodation. A flat-hunter 
who admits that he has a family closes 
the landlord’s ears as effectively as if he 
had announced an intention to pasture a 
stud of bulldogs in.the drawing-room, In 
the face of such difficulties it is not sur- 
prising that the marriage-rate has fallen.

Earthquake in Burma. 


On Monday Burma suffered a severe 
earthquake shock. At Rangoon a number 
of houses were shaken to the ground, and 
many people were killed by falling stones. 
Full reports have not been received con- 
cerning. the damage in other parts of the 
country, but. there are indications that 
it has been severe. Many small towns 
were destroyed utterly. In some places 
houses are said to have been engulfed in 
fissures that appeared suddenly in the 
ground, and at Kayan the collapse of the 
bazaar buildings, the mosque and the 
courthouse buried fifty. people . beneath 
their ruins. The most serious damage, 
however, seems to have occurred at Pegu. 
This town, situated about fifty miles to 
the north of Rangoon, was founded in the 
sixth century A.D., and was the capital 
of a powerful and independent kingdom 
until 1757, when it fell into the hands of 
the Burmese. Few traces remain of its 
ancient splendour; for so much of the 
work of destruction as the Burmese left 
undone the earthquake has completed. At 
present the town is a mass of smouldering 
ruins. In its business area nearly all the 
buildings fell flat with the first shock of 
the earthquake. The golden dome of the 
Shwehmawdaw Pagoda, the most holy 
shrine in Burma, collapsed. Many build- 
ings went on fire when they fell, and it 
is almost impossible to combat this menace, 
since the city’s mains and water supply 
have been destroyed, “The authorities at 
Rangoon have hastened to send out rescue 
parties, but the local hospital accommoda- 
tion is insufficient to meet a calamity so 
widespread. Although some days must 
pass, says the Calcutta Correspondent of 
The Times, before the full list of casualties 
is known, it seems that Pegu has suffered 
the loss of no fewer than six hundred 
citizens.

Conservative Rejoicing.

pressed this’ afternoon was due to satis 
faction that the Foreign Office had 
remained adamant on this verv difficult 
question. 


| The Indian Situation. 


-The developments’ in the Indian 
situation were discussed at length in the 
Lobby to-day, and hopes were expressed 
that the Government of India would take 
drastic steps to protect not only British 
lives, but the lives of the ‘natives, who 
frequentiy suffer in such outbreaks. 
Sholapur, where the rioting has been very 
serious, is in the Bombay. Presidency, and 
is an important town two hundred and 
twenty’ miles south-east of Bombay City. 
It has a: population. of “some sixty 
thousand, mostly Hindu, many of whom 
are workers in the silk and cotton mills. 
The town has a military cantonment, and 
this probably has beeh occupied by a 
detachment of police. Ahmednagar, from 
which troops are being despatched to 
Sholapur, is linked with that place by one 
hundred and twenty tiles of railway line. 
The 2nd Battalion of tht Duke of 
Wellington’s (West Riding) Regiment is 
stationed at Ahmednagar. 


Government ‘Changes. 


IT mentioned on Sunday that changes im 
the Government were not improbable in 
the near future; and to-day the rumour ts 
strengthened by the intimatton that Mr. 
Ben Turner, the Minister of Mines. who is 
sixty-seven years of age, has expressed n 
desire to retire. The post is not a first- 
class one, but a vacancy im it woul 
enable the Prime Minister to arrange for 
certain changes which, it is understood, he 
is anxious to make. There are two : 
three men outside the vanks of ti 
Government whom “Mí. ‘Macdonald wou!'! 
like to have with him, and they will be 
brought in at the first opportunity. 


Disarmament. 


Little importance is attached to the re- 
ports that 'have been cifculated about an 
early meeting of the Preparatory Dts- 
armament Committee. M. Loudon, the 
Netherlands’ Minister in Paris and. Chair. 
man of the Committee, holds the view 
that an early meeting can serve no useful 
purpose, and this opinion is supported 
strongly in other countries. In these 
circumstances, the matter will be left in 
abeyance until the assembly of the League 
of Nations in September, when a date will 
be fixed for a meeting of the 
towards the end of the vear. Though the 
Committee is not concerned directly with 
the naval conversations now in progress 
between France and Italy, those disctis 
sions constitute a strong reason why no 
early meeting of the Committee will be 
called. 


Electoral Reform. 


IS is said that the Liberals, in their 
anxiety to obtain a measure of electora! 
reform, are pinning their faith to pro- 
portional representation, having come to 
the conclusion that the alternative vot: 
will not serve their purpose so well. One 
suggestion is that, if proportional rep 
sentation should become the method : 
voting adopted in this country, Labour 
never would be able to-ébtain an inde- 
pendent majority—an idea which certain!v 
will not appeal to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
and‘ his followers. If Labour becomes 
assured that there is such a, possibility, 
the Liberals will have to wait a long time 
before Mr. Macdonald--gives the country 
| an opportunity to try 16. No ‘public de- 
claration has been made on the point by 
‘any of the Liberal leaders, but it 1s not 
unlikely that Mr. Lloyd George may deal 
with the subject before {lont.

EFFECTS OF NAVAL 
TREATY. 


LORDS AND THE LIMIT OF 
SAFETY,

Viscount Bridgeman, who was First 
Lord of the Admiralty in the late Con- 
servative Government, called attention to 
the London Naval Treaty in the House of 
Lords last night, and discussed its effect 
on British construction. Why, he asked, 
did they not take the opportunity of 
getting an agreement between all five 
Powers to reduce the size of future battle- 
ships? Four of the Powers. were in favour 
of that proposal, and the fifth would not 
have needed much pressure to bring it into 
line. Discussing the question of parity, 
he said: I would prefer to see America 
having not only parity, but everything she 
wants above it, provided we get the mini- 
mum that we think is necessary for our 
security. Among the other nations who 
had negotiated the Treaty, he said, some 
had got more than they had before, and 
others had got about the same as they 
already possessed. Where, he concluded, 
is this great step in disarmament, except 
as concerns ourselves? 


LORD CARSON’S VIEWS. 

Lord Carson said that it had always 
been considered essential to the absolute 
existence and safety: of this country that 
we should possess the mastery of the seas. 
‘“* Tf,” he declared, “you are going to take 
away naval supremacy from this country 
—as you aré doing—it dught to have been | 
done in the full sunlight of the day, before 
the country, and with the authority of the 
country behind it. The truth of the matter 
is that this Treaty has been negotiate 
with. a. view: to bringing about better rela- 
tions with America. ‘Nobody can object to 
that, so long as the price you pay 
is not too dear; ‘but the whole 
thing depends upon that, and I object 
to being dictated to by America, or by 
any country in what are the essentials 
which we require for the safety of our 
own country.

MISSING POSTMAN 
MYSTERY. 


POLICE CONT.NUING 
INOUIRIES. 


Civic Guards are continuing their in- 
vebtigations into the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Lawrence Griffin, the 
Stradbally postman, and the arrest of one 
or more persons: may. be expected shortly. 
Griffin disappeared after-delivering mails 
last Christmas night, and subsequently 
ten persons, all belonging to Stradbally, 
were -charged in connection with 
affair, but were discharged. 

Police officers visited a house in Strad- 
bally Jast Wednesday night, and, it is 
allezed, found a gun of which they took 
possession. 

Hopes of finding Griffin’s body have 
been revived in the last few days. The 
detectives engaged in the investigation 
are, it is wuderstood, inclined to the 
belief that the body will be found in a boc 
near Stradbally. 


A NEW THEORY. 


A new theory in the district is that 
Griffin’s body has been removed three 
times since his disappearance. . It is 
now thought that the search will come to 
an end within the next few weeks. 

A canvas collapsible boat used in search- 
ina water-holes in the Glen Bog, between 
Kilmacthomas and Stradbally, has been 
returned to its original owners, the 
Waterford Boat Club. Two Civic Guards 
why. were stationed in Stradbally at the 
time of Griffin’s disappearance have 
returned from Dublin, and are living with 
their families in the village. . 

A solicitor, acting for Mrs. Griffin, has 
made inquiries as to a feasible time to 
apply for leave to presume Griffin’s death, 
and .has been informed that October next 
would be the earliest date on which 
application could be made. Counsel, -who 
has been closely identified with the pro 
ceedings in connection with Grifiin’s 
death, stated that there was no. doubt

Yesterday the vote for the Civic Guards 
came up for discussion in the “Dail, and 
the deputies spent a nice placid evening 
talking about po'icemen. The Minister 
for Justice announced that the Guards 
would cost £44,697 more this year, and, 
recruiting having stopped during 1929, 
the. strength had decreased. to seven 
thousand. The estimate included a grant 
of £500 for the, encouragement of Irish. 
All the stations had. been equipped with 
linguaphones and gramaphones, at a coat 
of £2,500, the odd £2,000 being provided 
by the Guards themselves. Thanks to this 
arrangement, the members of the Force 
would be able to meet the native speaker 
on equal terms, when transferred to the 
Gaeltacht. 

CATERING AND RECRUITING. 

Mr. Ruttledge then rose and pointed 
out that, since the Minister was reducing 
the Guards by -stopping recruiting, he 
must be convinced that there were too 
many of them. He was followed by 
Deputy Little, who found fault with the 
catering arrangements at the Bridewell, 
for which only £40 was allowed. One 
gathered that, if something were not done 
quickly to improve things, people would 
begin to boycott the place. 

he same deputy had calculated the 
** locomotion expenses '” of a.party of one 
hundred .and twenty-six officers on the 
basis of sixpence per head per mile. He 
found that the amount expended would 
have: been sufficient to take them thirty 
times round the world. Later he spoke 
of ‘excellent Irish bicycles,” on which, 
no doubt, members of the force would 
make these éxtended excursions in future.

Hennessy omitted to suggest it, though 
as he sat down he remarked naively: “I 
fail to see why my remarks cause so much 
mirth.”’ 

BOREDOM IN BOG STATIONS. 

Deputy Anthony praised the Guards for 
suppressing “‘the foul, filthy practice of 
personation at elections,’? and Deputy 
Lemass painted a prettv word-picture of 
the rural barracks. He spoke sadly of 
“‘the general air of inactivity which sur- 
rounds a Civic Guards’ station, unless the 
sergeant and one of his men were playing 
handball against the gable end of it.” He 
went. on to speak of men “dying of 
boredom in boe stations, where there is 
nothing to do but watch the grass grow.” 

On the subject of the prospects of the 
Guards under a possible change of Govern- 
ment, he said: ‘‘No sensible employer 
will dismiss a man who is doing his work 
properly.”” Indeed, if trade improved, 


this fine bodv of men might even get back 
their boot allowance.

CHINA'S CIVIL WAR. 


REBUFF FOR SOUTHERN 
FORCES.

NANKING, Thursday. 

General Chiang Kai-shek, President of 
the National Government, left Nanking al 
3 o'clock this morning for Hsuchowfu, at 
the junction of the Tientsin-Pukow and 
Lunghai railways, in order to direct the 
offensive against the Northern Coalition, 
but owing to severe fighting up the line he 
could not proceed further than Pengpu, 
eighty miles north-west of Pukow, as the 
crow flies. 

The heaviest fighting is going on on the 
Lunghai railway, west of Hsuchowfu. 
Although the Government forces are re 
ported to have recaptured two towns their 
casualties are said to have totalled 7,000, 
of whom 2,000 arrived in Nanking to-day. 
The wounded:are too numerous to receive 
adequate attention. 

.  GAUSES OF STRIFE. 

A virtual state of war has been in exist- 
ence for some weeks, as between the 
Nanking Central Government, headed by 
General Chiang Kai-shek and a Northern 
Coalition, under Yen MUHsi-shan, the 
‘“ model Governor’ of Shansi Province. 
and Feng Yu-Hsiang, the so-called 
“ Christian General” Commander-in 
Chief of the Kuominchun. forces. 

China's latest civil armed struggle 
arises out of the divisions in the origina! 
Kuomintang (Nationalist Party), the 
traditional differences between Northern 
and Southern China, and is politica! 
quarrels of the leaders above-hamed. An 
independent Northern administration was 
created recently in Peking, with the oust- 
ing of all the Nanking officials from their 
positions on the main railways, and from 
the telegraphs and telephones, and the 
seizure. of papers hitherto directed by 
persons approved by Nanking. Notable 
adherents of Chiang Kai-shek took refuge 
in the Foreign Legation quarter, and in 
the Tientsin concessions. Since then the 
hostile groups have been manceuvring for 
position, assembling and marching and 
counter-marching their forces, and in- 
cidentally doing their best to lay hands 
on the financial means, without which 
armies cannot be maintained. 

COALITION’S PLANS. 

The plans of the Peking Coalition, 
according to an announcement made a 
week ago, include the holding of a 
National Congress of the Kuomintang %t 
Peking within a month to elect a new 
Government, of which Yen Hsi-shan is to 
be the head, Feng Yu-hsiang Commander- 
in-Chief, and Wang Ching-wei, formerly 
Chairman of the Nationalist Party, and 
since head of the Left Wing, is to be 
Political Director. 

Tchou, who has been nominated as their 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs, claims 
that fourteen provinces are supporting the 
Northern Coalition... He-has further de- 
clared that the fullest protection will be 
afforded to. foreigners, and that the 
security of foreign loans will not be 
affected by the ‘taking over by the 
Northerners of Customs and salt revenues 
in the territory under their control. The 
attempt to take over the Customs revenues 
at Tientsin has, so far, failed, the Com- 
missioner, Lieutenant-Coloneel F. Hayley 
Bell, having refused to comply with the 
orders of the Peking authorities, 
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THE ANGLO-EGYPTIAN 
FAILURE. 
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In @ leading article The Times to-day 
observes:—The negotiations between the 
British and Egyptian Governments have 
broken down at last. Their failure was 
anticipated as soon as it was known that 
Nahas Pasha and his colleagues cherished 
ambitions in regard to the future political 
status of the Sudan which were in com- 
plete opposition to the British view, and 
Mr. Henderson, in his commendably brief 
statement in the House of Commons yes- 
terday afternoon, made it quite clear that 
the Sudanese question was the rock on 
which the negotiations came to grief, It 
cannot be said that they were terminated 
in haste. A formula which should be 
acceptable to both parties was pursued by 
the delegates through long nocturnal 
hours with more industry than hope. In 
spite of the patience and pertinacity of 
Mr Henderson, who evidently holds that 
the principle of the eight-hour day is in- 
applicable to diplomatists, 1+ eluded their 
grasp. No other result could have been 
expected when once the Egyptian dele- 
gates had made up their minds to ask for 
more concessions than those offered them 
in the draft agreement with Mahmud 
Pasha and maintained that attitude, in 
spite of every friendly warning. 


THE CAUSE EXPLAINED. 


Though no White Paper on the negotia- 
tions will be published until some time 
next week, enough is known of their 
course to explain the cause of Nahas 
Pasha’s failure, adds The Times. He and 
his advisers overplayed their hand Their 
initial misconception of the position of 
Great Britain in the Sudan was abund- 
antly illustrated in the course of 
the negotiations, and most of all 
when they imsisted, as a  condi- 
tion of their signature of a Treaty, 
that the Anglo-Egyptian Agreement 
of 1899 should be reviewed in all its 
aspects within a year. This and other 
Se relating to the Sudan could only 

» interpreted as aiming at the restoration 
of the absolute Egyptian sovereignty, 
which collapsed so tragically—and so de- 
servedly—in the Mahdist revolt. Though 
it was improbable from the first that this 
attitude towards the problem of the Sudan 
could find favour with any conceivable 
British Government, the Egyptian dele- 
gates persisted in it to the point o* 
sacrificing the agreement virtually reached 
on all other points. It must be supposed 
that their desire to “go one better ” than 
their predeq@ssor and enemy,, Mahmud 
Pasha, blinded them to the disagteeable, 
but manifest, necessity of following in his 
tracks if they were to return from London 
with any treaty at all. 

It is, of course, too early to hazard an 
opinion as to how their failure will be 
regarded in Egypt, or whether it will 
make a breach in the impressive unity of 
their party. The general belief is that an 
important minority of Wafdists was ready 
to accept the Mahmud-Henderson | agree- 
ment, and other partjes also may gain a 
marked accession ofstrength from their 
failure. In anv case, thére is no. doubt 
whatever that the draft agreement, as 
was shown by the comments of the Arabic 
Press, came as-an agreeable surprise to 
great numbers of Egyptians of all classes 
and parties, who are likely to be pro- 
portionately disappointed at the failure of

EARLY MARTYRS OF 
CARTHAGE. 


TRIBUTES IN THEIR 
HONOUR.

CARTHAGE, Thursday. 

The festivities organised in honour of 
the holy places of Curthage began to-day 
in the Roman Amphitheatre, when tributes 
were paid to Rivocatus and his 
companions, the early Christian martyrs, 
who were put to death. 

In the afternoon the Cardinal Legate 
Lepicier attended the celebrations, the 
main feature of which was the march of 
five thousand children in white robes, 
with the red cross of the Crusades on 
their breasts. Singing hymns and carry- 
ing palm leaves, the children entered the 
arena where the martyrs had met their 
deaths. 

At the close of the proceedings the 
Legate gave the Benediction, and the 
entire crowd of performers and spectators 
marched in procession to Byrsa Hill, 
where they dispersed.

UNITY. 


AUSTRALIA AND EMPIRE 
TRADE. 


The Times Canberra Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday:—In the House of 
Representatives to-day, Dr, Earle Page, 
leader of the Country Party, introduced a 
motion affirming the desirability of increased 
Empire trade and imperial economic unity, 
and suggesting, as the quickest and most 
practical way of achieving that end, the 
extension of reciprocal preferences. 

Dr. Page said that the ideal policy was 
imperial economic unity, implying the lowest 
possible tariffs within the Empire. There 
was also need for a considered policy of 
developing primary and secondary industries 
within each portion of the Empire to their 
maximum, thus affording the most effective 
 NEENH Ag against the outside world, because 
y giving the people cheaper living and 
reducing costs, it would strengthen ‘them in 
attacking world-trade and commerce. 

Mr. Paterson, ex-Minister of Markets and 
Transport, in supporting the motion, said 
that he advocated the great Empire economic 
unit, wn which the larger’ vision of Empire 
took the place of the narrower vision of 
country. Australia gave substantially more 
preference to Great Britain than vice-versa; 
but it was easier for a Protectionist country 
to give prefereice than for an almost free 
trade country. The Australian dried fruits 
industry, which was enormously dependent 
upon Great Britain, had a hard row to hoe.

Notwithstanding strenuous cfforts on 
both sides, he said, they unfortunately 
had been unable to reach agreement, or 
even understanding, on the question of 
the Sudan. ‘‘ We have lost the treaty of 
friendship, but have won England's

An official statement issued to the Press 
by the British authorities, said: “It is 
very desirable to stress the fact that the 
conference ended in the most friendly 
spirit. 

“Mr. Henderson addressed the meeting 
when it was found that acreement was 
impossible, and said that the greater part 
of the British public would be very sorry 
that they had not been able to reach a 
settlement.
